He 
covered 3000 miles in all—one-half by boat, in a voyage u 
the Yangtse River, and the remainder on the overlan 
highway into Burma. H travelled in Chinese dress, with 
a pigtail affixed to the inside of his hat, finding this meth 
cheaper and arousing less curiosity than if he had worn 
European attire.

Major-General Sir H. Kitchener’s Victory 
at Atbara on Good Friday was a decisive one, and redounds 
to the credit of the Sirdir, his Generals and officers, and 
the gallant Anglo-Egyptian troops, who fought shoulder to 
shoulder. We have had brought home to us by Reuter’s 
Special Service Correspondent how smartly the whole thing 
was planned, and how bravely it was carried out. e 
British and Egyptian forces marched out of camp at six 
o'clock on Thursday night, April 7, and, having pro^eeded 
in the direction of Mahmud's entrenched position, 
bivouacked until one on Good Friday morning. The 
attack began at dawn, the main fighting being undertaken 
by General Gatacre’s British and General Macdonald and 
General Maxwell’s Soudanese Brigades. The enemy made 
no response to the Artillery, but when the cannonade

ceased, and the Infantry advanced to attack the zereba, 
they opened a sustained rifle-fire. In an incredibly short 
space of time the zereba was taken, and a stockade backed 
by entrenchments stormed. - 


The British and Egyptian Troops drove their 
way through the Dervish camp, and those who were not 
killed were scattered across the river and into the 
Southern Desert. The Dervish force was practically 
destroyed. Four thousand prisoners were taken, including 
Mahmud, who was found hiding beneath some litter.

The proposal was con- 
sidered at a Cabinet meeting in Washington, and, accord- 
ing to one account, rejected, as it was made dependent on 
the withdrawal of the American Squadron from Southern 
waters. 


The American President's Message on the 
Cuban Difficulty with Spain.-'loo much praise 
cannot be bestowed upon the President of the United 
States for his calmness and dignity during the threatening 
crisis. His attitude has been patriotic and statesmanlike. 


President M.'Kinley on Easter Monday sent to Con- 
gress his Messuge on Cuban affairs. He states that a once 
prosperous community has been. reduced to comparative 
wa t, and its people have be n perishing by tens of thou- 
sands from hunger and destitution. American trade had 
suffered, the capital of their citizens had been largely lost, 
and the temper and forbearanee of their people had been 
severely tried. The elements of danger and disorder have 
been strikingly illustrated by the destruction of the battle- 
ship Maine in the harbour of Havana. <A long trial had 
proved that the objects for which Spain had waged war 
could not be attained, atid the only hope for relief is in tlie 
enforced -pacification of Cuba. In view of these facts, he 
asked Congress for authority to take measures to seeure the 
full and final termination of hostilities, and to secure in tha 
island the establishment of a stable Government capable 
of maintaining order. The President also recommended 
that the distribution of food supplies be continued. The 
Message was referred to the Foreign Committees of both 
Houses. Consul-General Lee has :rrived at Key West; 
the British Consul at Havana taking over his duties. 


The Cubans Themselves (a charge of whose 
cavalry during the prolonged war is sketched on another 
paze) appear to have regarded the advent of U.S. troops 
with anything but friendliness. The spokesmen of the 
! Cuban Junta allege that American intervention would 
amount to a Spanish-American conspiracy to impose

| ask only to be allowed to win their freedom, and declare - 

that they will die for it in ba'tle against the forces of the

We are Indebted to an Officer of H.M.S. Orlando for the above drawing of the unfortunate stranding of the P. and O. steam-ship China on Perim Island. The China, like her sister ships the Jadia and Egypt, vessels of 
7900 tons, with engines of 11,000 horse-power, was one of the newest and fastest steamers in the P. and O. Company's fleet, She was employed in the Australian Mail Service, She left Aden on the afternoon of March 24, and should 
have passed through the Straits of Babel Mandeb—100 miles distant from that port—at about 8 p.m. the same night. For some reason at present unknown, the vessel got to the westward of her course, and stranded on Azalea Point on the 
south-east coast of Perim Island. H.M.S. Orlando (late Flag-ship on the Australian Station), which was lying at Aden when the news of the disaster reached that place, raised steam immediately, and proceeded to the assistance of the 
stranded vessel. The stranded vessel was lying listed heavily over to starboard, with her bows high out of water and fixed firmly on the rocks off Azalea Point, and heavy seas were breaking over her at frequent intervals. All the passengers, 


baggage, mails, and specie had been safely landed, and the cargo of the forehold—which was dry—was then landed. The scene of the present disaster is almost identical with that of the P. and O. steam-ship Hong-Kong .which was wrecked 
there a few years ago. Portions of the old wreck (apparently the boilers) are still visible, as shown in the accompanying drawing. The sketeh was taken from H.M.S. Orlando, lying in the anchorage off the south-east coas ‘of Perim Island 


within 300 yards of the China, on the afternoon of March 25, less than twenty-four hours after the vessel had stranded. 4

LONDON IMPROYEMENTS. 


THE NEW CITY OF LONDON 


SUBWAYS. 
HE BANK STATION of the Central London 


Electric Railway, which is to run from Shepherd's 
Bush to the Royal Exchange and Bank of England, 
will be one of the most remarkable in the world. 
.. We give a plan of the subways which have been 
provided here by the Company for the public benefit, in 
return for the privilege of burrowing beneath the streets of 
London. The open space in front of the Mansion House, 
whieh has been aptly described as the heart of the City, is 
to be appropriated to this station. In the first place, a 
publie subway is to be constructed bv the railway company 
just below the road pavement. This will be oval in plan, 
one end being (says the Engineer) just beneath the apex of 
the triangle formed by the pavement in front of the Royal 
Exchange. Here two passages, ending in flights of steps, 
will convey the passenger from the street surface into the 
oval subway. By the southern limb of the oval, the pas- 
senger will follow a route which reaches a point just 
beneath the pavement in front of the Liverpool and Globe 
Insurance Company; and. here there will be another flight 
of steps leading to the streets. Following the curve of the 
subway,the next flight of steps will be that which com- 
municates with the pavement above at 


The North-East Corner of the Mansion 
House, in what is known as Mansion House Place, The 
subway then sweeps round in a north-westerly direction 
until it touches à point beneath the middle of Mansion 
House Street, which is the offieial title of the wide space in 
front of the Mansion House, and between it and the 
Poultry. Here there is a corridor thrown off approxi- 
mately at right angles to the subway, and proceeding in 
a westerly direction. At the end of the corridor there is a 
passage at right angles, thus forming a T, the transem of 
which crosses the end of Queen Victoria Street. At each 
extremity of the transom there is a flight of steps, cue of 
which will land the passenger on the pavement, 


Where Walbrook Joins Queen Victoria 
Street, and the other in front of Mappin’s shop. Having 
now reached the western extremity of the oval, the 
passenger may now turn once more eastward by the 
northerly limb of the subway. Soon he will arrive at 
a flight of steps leading to the pavement in front of the 
Union Bank ; and thence the subway sweeps round until it 
joins the point at which we started beneath the Royal 
Exchange pavement. These corridors are to be open to 
the public for purposes of ordinary foot traffic, and will be 
of immense benefit, especially to women and the less active, 
in crossing from one point to another of this crowded spot. 
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CITY OF LONDON* SUBWAYS, 


As the subways are only just beneath the road surface, 
they are easily reached by a very few steps. 


"The City Subways are to be Fifteen Feet 
"Wide. . They will be lined with glazed tiles, and illumin- 
ated with electric light. Immediately beneath them is 
another subway for pipes, sewers, and electric light wires. 
Inclosed by this Oval subway will be the Bank Station, the 
offices of which will be just below the roadway. It is the 
only railway-station in London which is entirely below 
ground—booking-offices and all.
